TRIAL OF THE QUAYS. 


M anila, Feb. 27.—(11:40 a. m .)-A d . 
Dural Dewey when asked by the corre­ 
spondent of the Associated Press to give 
his reasons for requesting Washington 
to send the battleship Oregon to Manila, 
firmly declined to discuss the matter. 
All w a s quiet here last night and along 
the line, except for some desultory firing 
by th* rebels near Calooean and San 
Pedro Marati. 
M anila, Feb. 27.—No such emergency 
existed here as was represented by re­ 
ports circulated in the United States— 
and cabled back to Madilla—to t^e effect 
that A dm iral Dewey had had a collision 
of a forcible character with the German 
n iva! commander.

Sunday morning by the steamer Nens- 
tra S uora <lel Carmen, whose jut iv a1 
brought the news that the American 
flag bad been raised over the island of 
Cebu, the United States gunboat Petrel, 
Commander O. Cornwell, visited, Cebu 
on Feb. 22. Commander Cornwell sent 
an ultimatum ashore, declaring the in­ 
tention of the Americans to take posses­ 
sion—{icaceably it possible, by force if 
necessary.

MacArthur anticipated an attack aud 
asked for reinforcements.

SO LDIERS IN GOOD SHAPE. 


Sternberg Say* There Is Little nine** In 
Oar Colonial Force)*. 


W a s h in g t o n , Fob. 27.—Speaking of 
rejxirts as to the health of troops in 
Cuba, Porto Rico aud the Philippines, 
Surgeon General Sternberg said they 
wore very favorable. The appearance 
of smallpox in Cuba had Im***!, only slight, 
all cases had In'en isolated promptly aud 
no spread of the disease had followed. 
All troops had been vaccinated and 
the army surgeons were vaccinating the 
natives generally as a precaution. This 
i was the case in both Cuba aud Porto 
Rico, and in the hitter island the medi­ 
cal department had established its own 
vaccine farm with satisfactory results. 
While some cases of typhoid fever had 
been reported the number at no time 
had given any cause for alarm and noth­ 
ing suggestive of an epidemic appeared. 
The chief troubles were due to malarial 
fever and diarrhoa disorders.

Robert P Skinner, the United States 
consul at Marseilles.

The crushing of oleagi 
nous seeds and cocoanuts for the extrac 
tion of the oil they contain has for 
many years given employment to hun 
dreds of women, and the skillful use 
of blended oils in the manufacture of 
soap gave to this city its worldwide 
reputation for the latter 
In more re­ 
cent times the American cottonseed oil 
has to a large extent replaced the copra 
or cocoanut oil. at the same time severe 
ly crippling the seed crushing business 
A soap manufacturer advises me that 
the cotton oil cannot, however, entire 
ly supplant the cocoanut oil. as the for 
mer. if used alone, produces a soap too 
soft to be acceptable to commerce, and 
the latter, if unmixed with cotton or 
peanut oil. makes a soap as much too 
hard I ain informed that a mixture of 
about half and half produces the best 
results, mid that the failure of Mar 
seilles urn. u.icturers to maintain these 
proportion* bas been followed by a dis 
tinct falling od in the quality of some 
famous brands of Marseilles soaps 
“The copra or cocoanuts crushed in 
Marseilles come almost exclusively from 
the Philippine Islands

T w o Important Tr ib es of the lnhnb- 
Itanta of the Philippine*. 
Only a small part of the 8,000.000 
inhabitants of the Philippines rebelled 
against the rule of Spain, and a still 
smaller part is now opposing our army 
The portions of the archipelago inhabit 
ed by the Tagals and the Visayas are 
by far the most important of the ten 
groups into which the islands are divid­ 
ed 
Aguinaldo and hi** coterie have 
large influence over a great many of 
the Tagals. but whether his party is 
able to control the whole of their people 
has not vet ap]teared. 
At any tate we 
havo no reason as yet to sup]* se that 
our army is opposed by any of the Phi! 
ippine peoples except tin* Tagals. 
The Tagals number about 1.500.000 
people. Their domain comprises all the 
central parts of Luzon, on which Manila 
stand*, and they have been slow Iv en 
croaehing upon the other population* of 
the island 
They have also gained the 
upper hand in the neighboring islands 
of Mindoro and Mariudnqne. They are 
met everywhere along the seaboard of 
these islands. Most of the native popu- 
la lion of Manila is Tagal. and the most 
civilized lactoi among the islanders is 
the Tagal people. 
The Visayas. however, are still more 
numerous, comprising about 2,500,000 
people, aud they occupy a larger area 
of the islands.

In spite of the air of gladness which 
seems to make its presence felt ev ery­ 
where we hav e had our share of excite­ 
ment recently. It all came about by the 
shooting of a member of the Fifteenth 
Minnesota. 
He was instantly killed by 
a citizen.

Breaking into the commissary 
they secured ammunition and took np 
the march to the city, seeking rev enge.

(îeneraî Snmner announced that their 
punishment would be sev ere.

Mr. Charles G rist of England has per­ 
fected a system by which it is asserted 
that this trouble is entirely overcome, 
and a large factory has been bnilt where 
many articles are m anufactured from 
the oils solidified by his process.

BATTLE BETWEEN ANTS. 


One Army In vades a School to Attack 
Another L iv ing In the Walla. 
A missionary who is in charge of the 
Catholic school at Mpala. on Lake Tan 
ganyika. Africa, tells of an extraordinary 
battle between ants in his schoolroom, 
which the pupils and their teacher were 
compelled to abandon in haste when 
the invading foe appeared on the scene 
The deserted room became the theater 
of a hotly contested battle batween ants 
that had homes in the cracks of the 
stone walls and another species which 
advanced to the tight from the fields The 
thonsands of ants living in the walls 
are known to the natives as masumbolo 
They are very large and black, and as 
it is almost impossible to get rid of 
them, and they have the excellent 


quality or letting Human beings alone, 
little attention is jwid to them 
The 
invading ants wi re not more than a 
third as large as the other species They 
ar*) called siafou and are nomads arid 
thieves by nature 
When they discover­ 
ed the home of the peaceful black in 
sects they felt certain that a rich boot} 
of larva* aw aited them and lost no tim 
in .advancing to the attack 
Their squadrons moved forward ii 
close files 
They clambered up the dooi 
steps and into the room, moving ver\ 
'rapidly and began the fiercest sort ot 
an attack upon the enemy, whom they 
surprised at home engaged in their 
peaceful occupations 
Though the ma- 
sn in bolo are so much larger than their 
fierce little enemies, they could not 
stand against these formidable aggres­ 
sors, who are most effectively aim ed 
w ith the sharpest and hottest of pinch 
era. So the attacked insects made scarce­ 
ly any resistance, bat gathered up as 
much of their larvsB as they could carry 
and fled at the top of their speed. They 
fairly carpeted the floor as they moved 
toward the doors, while their conquer­ 
ors lost no tim e in further attack upon 
the unresisting fugitives, hut began to 
pillage the city that had been so snd 
denly abandoned. 
A few m inutes later, however, the 
siafou paid very dearly for the raid 
they had made. 
Dozens of the school 
children applied wisps of burning straw 
to the cracks which the conquering ants 
had entered and burned them at the 
very place of their victory

reputation for the latter

cent times the American cottonseed oil 
has to a large extent replaced the copra

T w o I m p o r t a n t T r i b e s o f t b e Intuit*- j 
i t e m * o f t b e P h i l i p p i n e * . 
Only a small part of the 8,000.000 \ 
inhabitants of the Philippines rebelled j 
against the rule of Spain, and a still! 
smaller part is now opposing our army , 
The portions of tbe archipelago inhabit ; 
ed by tbe Tagals and the Visayas are 
by far the most important of the ten 
groups into which the islands aredivid 
ed 
Aguinaldo and lii*< coterie have 
large influence over a great many of 
the Tagals. but whether his party is 
able to control the whole of their people 
has not yet appeared. 
At any rate we 
have no reason as yet to supjx se that 
our army is opposed by any of tile Phil ’ 
ipifine peoples except the Tagals. 
Th** Tagals number about 1.50O.cool 
people. Their domain comprises all the I 
central parts of Luzon, on which Manila J 
stands, and they have been slow ly **n j 
crouching upon the other populations of I 
the island 
'They have also gained tile; 
upper band in tile neighboring islands j 
of Mindoro and Mariudnque. 
They are 
met everywhere along the seaboard of 
these islands. 
Most of the native popu­ 
lation of Manila is Tagal. aud the most 
civilized factoi among tbe islanders is 
the Tagal people. 
The Visayas. however, are still more 
numerous, comprising about 2,500,000 
people, aud they occupy a larger area 
of the islands 
They have given their 
name to the central group of islands, 
and Hobo and Zebu. the two largest 
[h»rts after Manila, are iii their terri­ 
tory 
They have also occupied the 
northeastern part of the great southern 
island of Mindanao 
The missionary 
work of the Spanish clergy has been 
chiefly among these two peoples, anil 
as they have come into relations with 
the foreign traders and the enterprising 
Chinese, who are a large factor in the 
business, particularly of Luzon, they 
have made greater advance in civiliza­ 
tion than the other half of the natives

A new industry which has just been 
established upon an apparently firm 
basis in England uses for its raw inn 
terial linseed oil or any of the other 
vegetable oils of similar properties. 
It 
promises to become of wide importance 
because its products partake of many 
of the qualities of india rubber and 
gutta percha. tho supplies of which 
show a constant tendency to fall below 
the growing demands. That oils of this 
sort have in them qualities of high use­ 
fulness was discovered ages ago, when 
they were first used for paints, and the 
new industry takes advantage of the 
same quality of hardening by oxidiza­ 
tion 
Linseed oil has been used for paints 
and varnishes for generations. 
It is 
well known that when the oil is spread 
out in a thin layer exposed to the air it 
absorbs oxygen and becomes very hard. 
When the oil is left in bulk exposed to 
the air, it gradually becomes “ fatty,” 
as it is called technically, or of • gum­ 
my consistency 
Exposures of different 
periods will give any grade of hardness 
between these two. 
Other vegetable 
oil* act in the same way. and many at 
tempts have been made to take commer 
cial advantage of these qualities. Some, 
like the manufacture of oilcloths and 
linoleum, have been very successful. 
The difficulty experienced heretofore in 
attempting to use the oxidized oils for 
other purposes has been the fact that it 
was mechanically impossible to accom­ 
plish the perfect and graded combina­ 
tion of the oxygen with the oil. as 
might be needed for the different pur­ 
poses. 
The general method adopted was to 
allow the oil to drip from the top to 
the bottom of a wide, suspended sheet 
of scrim, an open meshed textile fabric, 
while a current of air was driven upon 
it. 
By this method the surface of the 
oil was solidified, but the action did not 
extend all through it, and there wa* 
therefore a portion of unaffected oil 
held within, which was fatal to many 
of the uses which it was known might 
be made of a more perfect product 
Mr. Charles Grist of England has per­ 
fected a system by which it is asserted 
that this trouble is entirely overcome, 
and a large factory hasbeen built where 
many articles are manufactured from 
tho oils solidified by his process.

Following lire the statistics of the 
savings flanks at Mainz for the years 
I HOH and* 1897: Collections for the year 
1890 amounted to $165,392; in 1897 
they were $176,170; number of depos­ 
itors for these years was 5,263 and 
5,485 respectively; the amounts w ith­ 
drawn. $141,656 and $154,622; the bal­ 
a n ce due, $121,663 and $137,030. In 
1898 the most popular sum for deposits 
was 2 marks (47.6 cents); number of 
depositors in this class was 1,730, the 
50 pfennig class numbered 244 and the 
IO mark class 357. 
The Mainz branch has not been start­ 
ed by the savings bank as an institution 
of profit, but merely as an incentive 
for the poorer classes to save their earn­ 
ings, and so far has met with great suc­ 
cess.

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BUFF EGGS THE FASHION.

If you w ant to be in the fashion in 
New York, you must eat eggs with huff 
colored shells. 
That fact leaked out at 
the monthly meeting of the Farm ers’ 
club the other afternoon in New York, 
where there was an egg exhibit. 
The information about buff? colored 
eggs being the most fashionable came 
from the Hampton farm, Poughkeepsie, 
which sent three platefuls of eggs to 
prove 'its case. 
The darkest colored, 
which are those eaten by the Four H un­ 
dred, are laid by Barred Plymouth 
Rocks. 
The product cf other birds is 
barred by aristocrats who know the 
ropes. 
“ In England," said the farm er who 
brought the eggs down from Pough­ 
keepsie, “ it is the pure white eggs that 
are most in vogue, like that plateful 
laid by a white Leghorn. In the United 
States we don’t eat the shells, and even 
if a white shell looks prettier we dou’t 
prefer it. The brown eggs have the best 
flavor. For once a society fad is justi­ 
fied by the facts." 
In England it is customary for the 
egg eater to delve directly into the egg 
with a spoon and transfer the contents 
to tho interior of the face. 
He can tell 
exactly the color of the shell he is get 
ting, for it sits there in the egg cup. In 
the United States, where many citizens 
hire a w aiter to pour the egg out into a 
glass before he brings it to the table, 
they are not protected against eggs of 
unfashionable color unless they insist 
on the shells being escorted into the 
room with the egg meat. 
Even in that 
case a treacherous waiter might get u 
couple of bug colored shells aud serve 
them with every egg order indefinitely. 
The practice of dyeing white eggs into 
a fashionable tint is condemned unani­ 
mously by the Farmers’ club.—New 
York Journal.

Nowhere in the w orld perhaps is the 
telephone a greater factor iii life than 
iii Haw aii, says a Honolulu correspond­ 
ent of the Chicago Record 
In the is 
lands there are a1 tout 2.OOO telephones 
to a population cf I IO.duo, or one tele­ 
phone to every 52 inhabitants. 
On the 
island of Oahu, oil which Honolulu is 
situated, there are 1,090 telephones to 
a population of about 45.000, or about 
one to each 41 of the population. 
The telephone was introduced here 
in the latter part of 1880 and soon be­ 
came an established part of the busi­ 
ness. social and ]>olitical life of the 
country. 
It may sound strange to use 
the word “ political” in this connec­ 
tion. but it is trne in a sober and literal 
seuse, for in every revolution that has 
been planned or attem pted the seizure 
and control of the central telephone 
office has always fieen one of the first 
strategical moves thought of 
The telephone is much more of a pub­ 
lic institution here than it is iii most 
places 
Isolated a'- the islands are. the 
arrival of a steamship from a foreign 
land is of personal interest to almost 
every 
individual 
The 
government 
m aintains a lookout station on Diamond 
Bead, from w hich ap]'roaching vessels 
iii any direction can be sighted while 
still from 2b to 40 miles distant, de­ 
pending on the state of the atmosphere 
As soon as a steamer is sighted “ cen­ 
tra l” is notified. 
“ C entral’' then noti­ 
fies th»' pilot office, the port physician. 
the board of health, the custom house, 
the postoffice, the newspaper offices and 
a few other parsons who have a partic­ 
ular interest in getting early inform a­ 
tion of this character. Then the electric 
light company is notified, and it gives 
two long whistles if the steamer is 
from America and three if it is from 
any tither part of the world. 
For two 
m inutes after these whistles are blown 
im telephone connections are made, but 
the force at “ central” keeps repeating 
the name of the steamer and its loca­ 
tion. as “ Australia tiff Koko H ead.” or 
“ China off W aianae, ” so that all any 
individual needs to do is to go to the 
nearest telephone, put the receiver to 
his ear and listen and he will know 
w hat steam er it is. where it is, and if 
he has lived here any length of tim e he 
can form an accurate judgm ent as to 
how long it will be before the steamer 
will lie at the wharf 
If the steamer brings any striking 
piece of new s of general interest, “ cen 
tral ” gives it to everybody who calls 
up for a connection. 
In this way the 
destruction of the Maine was known 
all over this island w ithin ten m inutes 
after the Zealandia, which brought the 
news, was at the w harf 
lf an im portant personage dies, the 
news is distributed in the same way, 
and “ central” can always be depended 
on to give the hour and place of a fu­ 
neral as Boon as the hour has been fixed. 
In New York and Chicago, if you want 
to make an inquiry, you ask a police­ 
man. In Honolulu you ask “ central.”

the bank undertook to collect 
from its depositors certain fixed sums 
weekly 
The follow ing is tin* method 
pursued 
'I’lic application of the new’ 
depositor is made either in perron or by j 
letter, and must state the address at j 
which the weekly deposit is to be col- ; 
looted and the amount. 
This amount ; 
may be either oh pfennigs or I. 2. Ii, 4, i 
5 or IO marks (I 
mark equals 2d.nj 
cent*). The amount to be collected may 
be changed at any time. 
On payment of the fir-t deposit tic* J 
depositor is furnished with a p a s s b o o k , 
iii which the amount of the firs! deposit 
j and the date are entered. The fellow ing 
weekly deposits are not entered when 
, ct Hefted, hut only on presentation of 
I tho pass book at. the bank when a w ith- 
j drawal of money is made or at tin* end 
I of the year to balance the account. The 
j weekly amount is collected 
bv 
em 
j pinyons of the institution, and as a re 
ceipt the depositor is given a printed 
coupon showing the amount collected, 
the date and the number of the pass 
book. 
In order to insure prompt payment a 
coupon is presented by the Collector. If 
a coupon which has been returned to 
the bank by the collector as unpaid is 
not paid within eight days, the institu ­ 
tion reserves the right to close the de­ 
positor’s account. 
All deposits made 
during one year draw interest from th* 
1st of January of the following year

Following arc the statistics of flip 
savings banks at Mainz for the years 
I SIM* and* IH97 : Collections for the year 
I Hi)*> amounted to $165,392; in IS 7 
they were $176,170; number of depos­ 
itors for these years was 5,263 and 
5,485 respectively; the amounts w ith ­ 
drawn. $141,656 and $154,622; the bal­ 
ance due, $121,663 and $137,036. In 
I huh the most popular sum for deposits 
was 2 marks (47.6 cents); number of 
depositors in this class was 1,730, the 
50 pfennig class numbered 244 and the 
IO mark class 357. 
The Mainz branch has not been start­ 
ed by the pavings bank as an institution 
of profit, but m erely as an incentive 
for the poorer classes to save their earn­ 
ings, aiel so far has met w ith great suc­ 
cess.

Farm ers*' Club C ia I mi* th e F o u r 
H u n d red W on 't H at W h ite O nes. 
If yon want to be in the fashion in 
New York, you must eat eggs with buff 
colored shells. 
That fact leaked out at 
the monthly m eeting of the Farm ers’ 
club the other afternoon in New York. 
where there was an egg exhibit. 
The information about buff colored 
eggs being the most fashionable came 
from the Hampton farm. Poughkeepsie, 
which sent three platefuls of eggs to 
p ro v e'its case. 
The darkest colored, 
which are those eaten by the Four H un­ 
dred. are laid 
by Barred Plymouth 
Rocks. 
The product cf other birds is 
barred by aristocrats who know the 
ropes. 
“ In E ngland,” said the farmer who 
brought the eggs down from Pough­ 
keepsie, “ it is the pure w hite eggs that 
are most in vogue, like that plateful 
laid by a w hite Leghorn. In the United 
States w e don’t eat the shells, and even 
if a w hite shell looks prettier we don't 
prefer it. The brown eggs have the best 
flavor. 
For once a society fad is ju sti­ 
fied by the facts.” 
In England it is customary for the 
egg eater to delve directly into the egg 
w ith a spoon and transfer the contents 
to the interior of the face. 
He can tell 
exactly the color of the shell he is get­ 
ting. for it sits therein the egg cup. In 
the U nited States, where many citizens 
hire a waiter to pour the egg out into a 
glass before he brings it to the table, 
they are not protected against eggs of 
unfashionable color unless they insist 
on the shells being escorted into the 
room w ith the egg meat. 
Even in that 
case a tread]* roils w aiter m ight get a 
couple of bug colored shells and serve 
them w ith every egg order indefinitely. 
The practice of dyeing w hite eggs into 
a fashionable tint is condemned unani­ 
mously by the Farm ers’ club.— New 
York Journal

With th* Little Petrel Hebei* Were Or­ 
dered to Surrender Island of Cebu or 
retie the Consequence#—They Retired.

M a n i l a , Feb. 27.—(11:40 a. rn.)—Ad­ 
miral I fewey when asked by the corre­ 
spondent <4' tile Associated Press to give 
his miaous for requesting Washington 
to send the battleship Oregon to Manila, 
firmly declined to discuss the matter. 
All was quiet here last night and along 
the line, except for some desultory firing 
by th* rebels near Caloocan and San 
Pedro Marati. 
M a n i l a , Feb. 27.—No such emergency 
existed here as was represented by re­ 
ports eire netted in the United States— 
and cabled back to Madilla—to 
effect 
that Admiral Dewey had had a collision 
of a forcible character with the German 
naval commander.

tin' advices brought 
Sunday morning by the steamer Neus- 
tra Senora del Carmen, whose arrival 
brought the news that the American 
Rag had been raised over the island of! 
Cebu, the United States gunboat Petrel, 
Commander C. Cornwell, visited Cebu 
on Feb. 22. Commander Cornwell sent 
an ultimatum ashore, declaring the in­ 
tention of the Americans to take posses­ 
sion— ]H-aceably it possible, by force if 
necessary. 
Tho rebels immediately va­ 
cated. taking their guns to the hills.

arty of marines and bluejackets was 
aided and the American flag was raised 
by them over the government building, 
which they still occupied when the 
Neustra Senora del Carmen left. 
A battalion of the Twenty-third regu­ 
lars left for Cebil Sunday by the United 
States transport 
Pennsylvania. 
The 
same steamer brought dispatches from 
Brigadier General Miller at Iloilo to 
Brigadier General Otis, reporting that 
all was quiet there, that there had been 
no I'm iher fighting, that confidence had 
been restored and business was being 
generally 
resumed. 
General 
Miller 
thinks it probable the natives will soon 
bo convinced of the error of opposing the 
inevitable and that the example set by 
the inhabitant negroes is having its ef­ 
fect among tile other islands which, 
though not entirely convinced, are, in 
General Miller’s opinion, open to reason. 
All was quiet, Sunday afternoon inside 
and outside of Manila, except near Caloo­ 
can, where the enem y’s sharpshooters 
con ti Hued to annoy our troops at a com­ 
paratively short range. 
One man of the 
Twentieth Kansas volunteers was killed 
in Ariquina village, which was burned 
Saturday night, mid four w ere w ounded 
in the skirmish, one o f the Idaho, one of 
the Minnesota and two of the Pennsyl­ 
vania volunteer regiments. 
Manila, Feb. 27.—Saturday night the 
rebels concentrated in such numbers 
near the Chinese cemetery that General 
MacArthur anticipated an attack mid 
asked for reinforcements.

were sent to Caloocan and a battalion of 
the Twentieth regulars to tho cemetery 
at about midnight. 
But the expected attack was not made,

in Hawaii. say* a Honolulu correspond­ 
ent of the < hi ca go Record 
In the is 
lands there are about 2.OOO telephones 
to a population of I IO,OOO, or one tele­ 
phone to every 52 inhabitants 
<>n the 
island of Oahu on which Honolulu is 
situated, there are 1,090 telephones to 
a population of about 45.000, or about 
one to each 41 of the population. 
The telephone wa* introduced here 
in the latter part of IRMO and soon be­ 
came an established part of the busi­ 
ness. social and inimical life of the 
country. 
It may sound strange to use 
the word “ political 
in Huh connec­ 
tion, but it is true in a sober and literal 
sense, for in every revolution that has 
been planned or attem pted the seizure 
and control of the central telephone 
office has always been one of the first 
strategical na ves thought of 
The telephone is much m oreof a pub­ 
lic institution here than it is in most 
places 
Isolated a*> the islands are, the 
arrival of a steamship from a foreign 
land is of personal interest to almost 
every 
individual. 
The 
government 
maintains a lookout station on Diamond 
Bead. from which approaching vessels 
in any direction can lie sighted while 
still from 2(1 to 40 miles distant, de­ 
pending on the state of the atmosphere 
As soon as a steamer is sighted “ cen­ 
tral 
is notified, 
“ C entral” then noti­ 
fies the pilot office, the port physician, 
the board of health, the custom house, 
the postoffice, the newspaper offices and 
a few other persons who have a partic­ 
ular interest in getting early inform a­ 
tion of this character. Then the electric 
light company is notified, and it gives 
two long whistles if the steamer is 
from America and three if it is from 
any other part of the world. 
For two 
minutes after these whistles are blown 
no telephone connections are made, but 
the force at “ central ’ keeps repeating 
tin' name of the steamer and its loca­ 
tion, as “ A ustralia off Koko H ead.” or 
“ China off W aianae,” so th at all any 
individual needs to do is to go to the 
nearest telephone, put the receiver to 
his ear and listen and he will know 
what steamer it is. where it is, and if 
he has lived here any length of tim e he 
can form an accurate judgm ent as to 
how long it will be before the steamer 
will lie at the wharf 
If the steamer brings any striking 
piece of news of general interest, “ cen 
trill 
gives it to everybody who calls 
up for a connection. 
In this way tile 
destruction of the Maine was known 
all over this island w ithin ten m inutes 
after the Zealandiu, which brought the 
news, was at the w harf 
lf an im portant personage dies, the 
news is distributed in the same way, 
and “ central” can always be depended 
on to give the hour aud place of a fu­ 
neral as soon as the hour has been fixed.

A new industry which has just been 
established upon an apparently firm 
basis in England uses for its raw ma | 
terial linseed oil or any of the other i 
vegetable oils of similar properties 
It 
promises to become of wide importance 
because its products partake of many 
of the qualities of india rubber and 
gutta percha, tho supplies of which 
show a constant tendency to fall below 
the growing demands. That oils of this 
sort have in them qualities of high use­ 
fulness was discovered ages ago, when 
they were first used for paints, and the 
new industry takes advantage of the 
same quality of hardening by oxidi/.a 
tion. 
Linseed oil has been Used for paints 
and varnish^ for generations* It is 
wadi known that when the oil is spread 
out iii a thin layer exposed to tile air it 
absorbs oxygen and becomes very hard. 
When the oil is left in bulk exposed to 
the air, it gradually becomes “ fatty,” 
as it is called technically, or of a gum­ 
my consistency 
Exposures of different 
periods will give any grade of hardness 
between these two. 
Other vegetable 
oil-t act in the same way. and many a t­ 
tempts have been made to takecommer 
cial advantage of these qualities. Some, 
like the manufacture of oilcloths and 
linoleum, have been very successful. 
The difficulty experienced heretofore in 
attempting to use the oxidized oils for 
other purposes has been the fact that it 
was mechanically impossible to accom­ 
plish the perfect and graded combina­ 
tion of the oxygen with the oil. as 
might be needed for the different pur­ 
poses. 
The general method adopted was to 
allow the oil to drip from the top to 
the bottom of a wide, suspended sheet 
of scrim, an open meshed textile fabric, 
while a current of air was driven upon 
it. 
By this method the surface of the 
oil was solidified, but the action did not 
extend all through it, and there wa* 
therefore a portion of unaffected oil 
held within, which was fatal to many 
of the uses which it was known might 
be made of a more perfect product 
Mr. Charles Grist of England has per­ 
fected a system by which it is asserted 
that this tronble is entirely overcome, 
and a large factory has been built where 
many articles are manufactured from 
the oils solidified by his process

In the is 
hind*-there are about 2,000 telephones 
to a population of 110.000, or one tele­ 
phone to every 52 inhabitants. 
On the 
island of Oahu, on which Honolulu is 
situated there are 1,090 telephones to 
a population of about 45,000, or about 
one to each 41 of the population. 
The telephone was introduced here 
in the latter part of 1880 and soon be­ 
came an established part of the busi­ 
ness. social and political life of the 
country. 
It may sound strange to use 
the word “ political’ 
in this connec­ 
tion. but it is true in a sober and literal 
sense, for in every revolution that has 
been planned or attempted the seizure 
and control of the central telephone 
office has always been one of the first 
strategical moves thought of 
The telephone is much more of a pub­ 
lic institution bere than it is in most 
places 
Isolated a* the islands are. the 
arrival of a steamship from a foreign 
land is of personal interest to almost 
every 
individual. 
The 
government 
maintains a lookout station on Diamond 
Bead. from which approaching vessels 
in any direction can lie sighted while 
still from 20 to 40 miles distant, de­ 
pending on the state of the atmosphere 
As soon as a steamer is sighted “ cen­ 
tra l'’ is notified. 
“ Central” then noti­ 
fies tin- pilot office, the port physician. 
the board of health, the custom house, 
the postoffice, tile newspaper offices and 
a few other persons who have a partic­ 
ular interest in getting early informa­ 
tion of this character. Then the electric 
light company is notified, arid it gives 
two long whistles if the steamer is 
from America and three if it is from 
any other part of the world. 
For two 
minutes after these whistles are blown 
no telephone connections are made, but 
the force at “ central 
keeps repeating
